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Introduction 

Feminist Resources is an ^nnotated bibliography of nonsexist books, 
pamphlets, articles and other materials for teachers and students, preschool 
through higher education. The first edition was published in 1973 to. meet 
the needs of and support an emerging feminist consciousness among those 
concerned with sex-equality m education. Since 1973, the tremendous leap 
both in the quantity and quality of materials has created an urgent need for 
an up-dated edition. The size of this new bibliography and the quality of the 
materials included"Testify to the continuing energy of feminists engaged in 
long-range efforts. to cbangC/the education of wom6n and men. 

We began cTur compilation for this edition by' evaluating ever>' entry in the 
original Feminist Resources. Approximately two-thirds of these iteifis wefe 
eliminated either because they were no longer available or because t^ey had 
been replaced by newer materials. We also searched other resotircejguides 
and consulted our own rich curriculum files. Finally, we che'cked the 
catalogs of more than fifty commercial publishers and ordered all appropriate 
maferi^als. Our goal throughout was to be inclu§ive yet selective,* 

The organization of the material in the second edition has beerlTevise'd in 
order to help readers find Lppropriate citations more quickly. The five major 
divisions are Overview, Preschool and Elementary Education^ Secondary 
Education, Higher Education and Sources of Further Information The 
Overview section begins with "Basic Readings" on consciousness-raising and 
.feminist theory, five other categories within the section are ''Book Studied," 
"For the Counselor," "Law," "Sports," ^'Strategies for Change." The next 
three sections, organized according to education level, are each divided into 
"Readings'; and "Curriculum." Educational levels, of course, are not finite 
and materials listed in the section for one level may well be used in the 
classroom of another. • • ^ \ * 4V 

Comparing the original edition of Femini^Resourch and tnii revised 
version reveals significant similarities and difTfefences. This edition reaffirms 
the validity of the basic concept of the original editors. As Carol Ahlum and 
Jacqueline Fralley stated in their introduction:

nonsexist and feminist curriculum. . . . First, the entries should help teachers 
and others to understand the ways in which sexism is institutionalized in 
elementary and secondary school. Second, .the list' should help teachers to 
locate materials with which to create nonsexist and feminist curriculum. • 

When Ahlum and Fralley put'togethep the.'first Feminist Resources, they 
. itoted that the majority of curricyium ^ame from small and alternative 
sources. This is still true in 1 976. While these "fugitive" materials are 
excellent, one' would expect that in the past three years. commercial, trade 
and^ducational publishers would have responded wfth excellent new - 
■ materials to meet, what are obviously growing deni^nds. However, our search 
demonstrated that these publishers have not begun t'o meet these demands 
In the catalogs of the rnore than fifty major educational publishers we " 
examined for this edition, only olie-third advertised any relevant ma.terial- 
and much of that did not meet.our standards.for inclusion: In general 
commercial publishers have made superficial, hot fundamental changes. 
For example,- publishers will not rewrite an anthropology text titled say ' 
Man and His World to eliminate its pervading male bias and to add new ' 
^ research on women in prehistory. Instead, they might tack a filmstrip called- 
Women Today" on to a cuh-ent affairs series. ,This kind of patching plainly, 
a^simphstic reaction to pressure, currently fills publishers' cat_alogs with 
token pieceXon women, blacks and other minorities. While it is important 
to continue to pressure for change in textbooks, it will probably also be 
necessary to let publishers know that a few miscellaneous filmstrips will not 
Ue adequate; that it will in fact be necessary to rewrite (not to mention 
retitle) Man and His World. ' • 

. Although commercial Publishers have not responded tq meet the needs of 
teachers-and students, if is still true thSt there are -two to three times as many 
materials in 1976 as there \vere in 1973. the reason^ for this growth are 
Wth examining here, sincUhey .illuminate recent trends and help us to.- ' / 
draw some useful general coiiclusions. ' ' 

. Perhaps the most effective force for ch^ge is the passage and " . ^ 
. plemen^ation of Title IX, which .assures that "no person . . . shall, on -the 
bbsis of sex, be excluded froFfi ^rticipation in, be denied the benefit? of or 
be subjected to discrimination uhder any education program or activity ' 
receiving; federal financial assistanW.'.' ,The sectioA of Feminist Resourc^ 
which most directly reflects the re^onse to Title IX is "Strategies for 
Change." Thfe material cited there ^ovides step-by-step gHidan*ce to help 
parents, teachets and school administrators make the new law a reality in 
theirtschools. Title IX *so speaks to the ques'tion of equal opportunities in 
athletic programs and vocational channeling. We see these concerns mirrored 
in this edition Feminist Resources in the entirely new category on "Sports" 
'and the greatly expanded section, "For the Counselor." ' . ' 



Another reason for the growth in the number, scope and spphistication of-* 
materialsis the growth of wor^en's studie^s- research, programs, courses, 
teachers. Three years ago, the field of women's studies was still young and 
the nation of institutionalized sexism in'education was relatively new. 
Teachers who needed help, in the forrrToTconsciousness-raising for 
themselves and nonsexist materials for their^lassroora, had a difficult and 
potentially fruitless search ahead. Now, researcfi lx\ such diverse areas as \ 
se>;-role socialisation, biology, history and liter^ature has produced so 
significant a new body of knowledge, that the standard curriculum has to be 
turned inside out to incorporate it. Thus, a women's studies program on a 
college camf>us in 1976 may resemble a mini-college, with courses in most 
disci'plines and in many interdisciplinary areas as well. There are- more than 
150 such programs now, comparx^^i to 75 three years ago. .Women '^sjstudies 
has also grown off the college campus-both in the high school and the 
elementary classroom. More teachers are interested in nonsexist education, 
and as a result, are revamping their curriculum. In the past three years, we . 
have corresponded with more than 4,000 elementary and, secondary, schoo.l 
teachers looking for new ideas and resources. 

The original Feminist Resources attempted fo draw together in one place 
as many of the resources as possible. Essentially, that bibliography reflected 
the early stages of the women's studies movement. Sinceihen, feminist , 
thinking and nonsexist education have advanced on all levels. It is our hope- 
and ouf intention-that this edition of Feminist Resources not only reflect 
that growth, but further it.
